CEDD AND CHAD were two of four brothers, all | 
whom were missionaries. Born in Northumbria a 
brought up at Lindesfarne under Aidan, both wel 
imbued with that passionate love for the Bib 
and missionary ardour which was the eharaqtaet ey 
of Celtic Christianity. 


Essex and Middlesex were the chief field of Cede 
labours. The East Saxons had been won for t 
Gospel by the efforts of Mellitus, first Bishop 
London and colleague of Augustine of Canterbur’ 
The first St. Paul's Cathedral had been built. F 
the people relapsed and returned to the faith 

the Norsemen. Cedd's mission was successful. ~ 
654 he was consecrated at Lindesfarne Bishop - 
the Bast Saxons. His activities were centred

Cedd fell victim in 664 to a dreadful plague w 
was ravaging Kurope, called the "Yellow Pest" fr 
the ghastly hue which came over the bodies of i 
victims. As was so often the case in that d 
the plague caused a great pagan reaction: king a 
serf rivalled each other to restore the altar 
the jealous Woden, hoping to ward off the terrib 
disease which they regarded as the punishment 
an angry ged. But Cedd's labours were not in vai 
the reaction passed over. 


As tireless in spreading the Gospel in the Midlay 
or Mercia was Chad, the brother of Cedd. A humb 
man, he resigned his bishopric at York when it w 
said that Wilfrid was the rightful occupant. 
669, Chad was sent to evangelize the Mercian 
Travelling on foot from place. to place among t 
people, his warm Scriptural preaching of the Cro 
won the hearts of the pagan Angles. Lichfield, 
the centre of England, became his headquarter 
Here, as the Bishop of Lichfield, he laboured an) 
in 672, died, like his brother a prey to t) 
dreaded plague. 
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A STORY FROM KOWLOON 


It was a surmer Sunday morning in Kowloon, the 
three-square-mile peninsula city across the har- 
bour from Hong Kong. It was a very special Sunday 
because forty refugee children. were baptized. 


The children's faces were radiant when they came 
back to their seats from the baptismal font. But 
one little fellow could sense the joy of the event 
tonly by imagination. He was blind. It wasn't that 
there was no joy in his full soul. There was too 
much to contain, Suddenly, in the middle of the 
service, he stood up and clapped his hands with 
holy glee — perhaps the purest worship the Lord 
Christ received in that chapel that morning. 


In the back of the church a mother's heart tumel 
a conplete flip-flop of compassion for the child. 
She was Mrs. Gerry Holt, wife. of peesr onary it Holt, 
herself the mother of six children. 


The very next week she visited the Social Welfare 
Officer and learned there were 1,100 ‘tegistered 
blind in Kowloon, perhaps lmdeeds more not reg— 
istered. Only two schools’ for blind children, each 
limited to sixty pupils. i; 


She opened the addresses of 400. | Enlisting help 
from the women of the mission, she and her friends 
visited hundreds of. them in two months of Tuesday-— 
afternoon home calling. ‘Ih August she arranged a 
tea party for the blind children. American sailors 
in the harbout’ heard of it, sent money for gifts. 
A bakery sent cakes; another firm, lemonade. 


Mrs. Holt meets these children regularly now and 
lets them know that God loves them, that His Church 
is interested in them. Many come to our chapel for 
church ahd Sunday School. 


This story of the women in our mission fields lets 
us know that busy men, ‘and women can do great. things 
for Christ if they want to, but they've got to 
want to.

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CHARLOTTE LAWTON 


The first salaried parish-—worker of the ELCE, Miss 
Charlotte Lawton, comes froma distinguished Luth- 
eran family, Her father, Carl Lutz, was one of the 
six young men who in 1896 formed the first ELCE 
congregation. ‘Two. of his six children he _ had 
trained for full-time service to the Church, Martin 
as @ missionary, Margaret as a deaconess-nurse, 
paying both their salaries for the first three 
years in the South India mission. 


For more than fifteen years Sunday. School teacher 
and youth leader in her home congregation, Luther— 
Tyndale, Miss Lawton and her sister, Marie, played 
leading parts in the opening of new missions at. 
Ruislip, in 1954, Bromley in 1955, and Petts Woo! 
in 1956. 


When a restaurant which she and her’ sister Mawid 
owned and operated in Borough High Street, a few 
hundred yards from London Bridge, was iota out 
in 1940, Miss Lawton took up work in a solicitor's 
office. From 1952 until her present appointment’ i 
October 1957 she served as office-secretary of the 
inter—Lutheran refugee: agency, the he Counci 
of Great Britain.
